new eight-hour law. 
Lathrnp has 


some hopos of his other bills, but much 
will depend upon the temper of (lie leg- 
islators In the hour Just before the final 
adjournment.

work of Ihe Joint election committee, 
nnd tli« outcome of their careful con- 
sideration of all the primary election 
laws that have been presented by the 
various members nf the two houses.

that It did not meet the views «f the 
members of the Assembly very closely, 
ami a very large number of amend- 
ments were presented, after which the 
bill was ordered to the printer and to 
be taken up again today.
